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AN ACT 
To reauthorize the Head Start Act to improve the school 

readiness of disadvantaged children, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-1

tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled, 2

SECTION 1. SHORT TITLE. 3

This Act may be cited as the ‘‘School Readiness Act 4

of 2005’’. 5

SEC. 2. PURPOSE. 6

Section 636 of the Head Start Act (42 U.S.C. 9831) 7

is amended to read as follows: 8
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‘‘SEC. 636. STATEMENT OF PURPOSE. 1

‘‘It is the purpose of this subchapter to promote 2

school readiness by enhancing the development of low-in-3

come children, including development of cognitive abilities, 4

through educational instruction in prereading skills, 5

premathematics skills, language, and social and emotional 6

development linked to school readiness and through the 7

provision to low-income children and their families of 8

health, educational, nutritional, social and other services 9

that are determined, based on family needs assessments, 10

to be necessary.’’. 11

SEC. 3. DEFINITIONS. 12

Section 637 of the Head Start Act (42 U.S.C. 9832) 13

is amended— 14

(1) in paragraph (17) by striking ‘‘, but for fis-15

cal years’’ and all that follows down to the period; 16

(2) by redesignating paragraphs (16) and (17) 17

as paragraphs (23) and (24), respectively; 18

(3) by redesignating paragraph (15) as para-19

graph (21); 20

(4) by redesignating paragraphs (11) through 21

(14) as paragraphs (16) through (19), respectively; 22

(5) by redesignating paragraph (10) as para-23

graph (14); 24

(6) by redesignating paragraphs (3) through 25

(9) as paragraphs (6) through (12), respectively; 26
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(7) by redesignating paragraph (2) as para-1

graph (4); 2

(8) by inserting after paragraph (1) the fol-3

lowing: 4

‘‘(2) The term ‘challenging State developed aca-5

demic content standards’ has the meaning given 6

such term in paragraphs (1) and (5) of section 7

1111(b) of the Elementary and Secondary Edu-8

cation Act of 1965. 9

‘‘(3) The term ‘deficiency’ means— 10

‘‘(A) systemic or significant failure of a 11

Head Start agency in an area of performance 12

that the Secretary determines involves— 13

‘‘(i) a threat to the health, safety, or 14

civil rights of children or staff; 15

‘‘(ii) a denial to parents of the exer-16

cise of their full roles and responsibilities 17

related to program governance; 18

‘‘(iii) a failure to perform the require-19

ments of section 641A(a), as determined 20

by the Secretary; 21

‘‘(iv) the misuse of funds received 22

under this subchapter; 23

‘‘(v) loss of legal status (as deter-24

mined by the Secretary) or financial viabil-25
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ity, loss of permits, debarment from receiv-1

ing Federal grants or contracts, or the im-2

proper use of Federal funds; or 3

‘‘(vi) failure to meet any other Fed-4

eral or State requirement; 5

‘‘(B) failure of the board of directors of a 6

Head Start agency to fully exercise its legal and 7

fiduciary responsibilities; 8

‘‘(C) failure of a Head Start agency to 9

meet the administrative requirements of section 10

644(b); or 11

‘‘(D) failure of a Head Start agency to 12

meet the integration requirements of section 13

642B(a).’’; 14

(9) by inserting after paragraph (4), as so re-15

designated, the following: 16

‘‘(5) The term ‘eligible entities’ means an insti-17

tution of higher education or other agency with ex-18

pertise in delivering training in early childhood de-19

velopment, family support, and other assistance de-20

signed to improve the quality of early childhood edu-21

cation programs.’’; 22

(10) by inserting after paragraph (12), as so 23

redesignated, the following: 24
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‘‘(13) The term ‘homeless children’ has the 1

meaning given such term in subtitle B of title VII 2

of the McKinney-Vento Homeless Assistance Act (42 3

U.S.C. 11431–11435).’’; 4

(11) by inserting after paragraph (14), as so 5

redesignated, the following: 6

‘‘(15) LIMITED ENGLISH PROFICIENT; LIMITED 7

ENGLISH PROFICIENCY.—The terms ‘limited English 8

proficient’ and ‘limited English proficiency’ mean 9

with respect to an individual, that such individual— 10

‘‘(A)(i) was not born in the United States 11

or has a native language that is not English; 12

‘‘(ii)(I) is a Native American, an Alaska 13

Native, or a native resident of a territory or 14

possession of the United States; and 15

‘‘(II) comes from an environment in which 16

a language that is not English has had a sig-17

nificant impact on such individual’s level of 18

English language proficiency; or 19

‘‘(iii) is migratory, has a native language 20

that is not English, and comes from an environ-21

ment in which a language that is not English 22

is dominant; and 23
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‘‘(B) has difficultly in speaking or under-1

standing the English language to an extent that 2

may be sufficient to deny such individual— 3

‘‘(i) the ability to successfully achieve 4

in classrooms in which the language of in-5

struction is English; or 6

‘‘(ii) the opportunity to fully partici-7

pate in society.’’; 8

(12) by inserting after paragraph (19), as so 9

redesignated, the following: 10

‘‘(20) PROFESSIONAL DEVELOPMENT.—The 11

term ‘professional development’ means high quality 12

activities that will enhance the school readiness of el-13

igible children and prevent such children from en-14

countering difficulties once they enter school by im-15

proving the knowledge and skills of Head Start 16

teachers and staff, as relevant to their roles and 17

functions, including activities that— 18

‘‘(A) provide teachers with the content 19

knowledge and teaching strategies needed to 20

provide effective instruction and other school 21

readiness services in early language and lit-22

eracy, early mathematics, cognitive skills, ap-23

proaches to learning, creative arts, science, 24

physical health and development, and social and 25
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emotional development linked to school readi-1

ness; 2

‘‘(B) assist teachers in meeting the re-3

quirements in paragraphs (1) and (2) of section 4

648A(a), as appropriate; 5

‘‘(C) improve teachers’ classroom manage-6

ment skills, as appropriate; 7

‘‘(D) for teachers, are sustained, intensive, 8

and classroom-focused in order to have a posi-9

tive and lasting impact on classroom instruction 10

and teachers’ performance in the classroom; 11

‘‘(E) are not primarily 1-day or short-term 12

workshops or conferences, and attendance at 13

activities that are 1-day or short-term work-14

shops or conferences must be as part of the 15

professional development plan defined in section 16

648A(f); 17

‘‘(F) assist teachers and staff in increasing 18

their knowledge and skills in program adminis-19

tration, program quality, and the provision of 20

services and instruction, as appropriate, in a 21

manner that improves service delivery to eligible 22

children and families; 23
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‘‘(G) are part of a sustained effort to im-1

prove overall program quality and outcomes for 2

eligible children and families; 3

‘‘(H) advance teacher understanding of ef-4

fective instructional strategies that are— 5

‘‘(i) based on scientifically based re-6

search; and 7

‘‘(ii) strategies for improving school 8

readiness or substantially increasing the 9

knowledge and teaching skills of teachers; 10

‘‘(I) are, where applicable, aligned with 11

and directly related to— 12

‘‘(i) challenging State academic con-13

tent standards, student academic achieve-14

ment standards, assessments, and the 15

Head Start Child Outcomes Framework 16

developed by the Secretary; and 17

‘‘(ii) the curricula, ongoing assess-18

ments, and other instruction and services 19

designed to help meet the standards de-20

scribed in section 641A(a)(1); 21

‘‘(J) are developed or selected with exten-22

sive participation of administrators and teach-23

ers from Head Start programs; 24
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‘‘(K) are developmentally appropriate for 1

the children being served; 2

‘‘(L) are designed to give teachers of lim-3

ited English proficient children, and other 4

teachers and instructional staff, the knowledge 5

and skills to provide instruction and appro-6

priate language and support services to increase 7

the English language skills of such children, as 8

appropriate; 9

‘‘(M) as a whole, are regularly evaluated 10

for their impact on increased teacher and staff 11

effectiveness and improved ability of teachers to 12

support learning and increase participating chil-13

dren’s school readiness, with the findings of the 14

evaluations used to improve the quality of pro-15

fessional development; 16

‘‘(N) provide instruction in methods of 17

teaching children with special needs, as appro-18

priate; 19

‘‘(O) include instruction in ways that Head 20

Start personnel may work more effectively with 21

parents, as appropriate; and 22

‘‘(P) are designed to give teachers and 23

staff the knowledge and skills to provide in-24

struction and appropriate support services to 25
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children of diverse backgrounds, as appro-1

priate.’’; 2

(13) by inserting after paragraph (21), as so 3

redesignated, the following: 4

‘‘(22) The term ‘scientifically based research’— 5

‘‘(A) means research that involves the ap-6

plication of rigorous, systematic and objective 7

procedures to obtain reliable and valid knowl-8

edge relevant to education activities and pro-9

grams; and 10

‘‘(B) includes research that— 11

‘‘(i) employs systematic, empirical 12

methods that draw on observation or ex-13

periment; 14

‘‘(ii) involves rigorous data analyses 15

that are adequate to test the stated 16

hypotheses and justify the general conclu-17

sions drawn; 18

‘‘(iii) relies on measurements or obser-19

vational methods that provide reliable and 20

valid data across evaluators and observers, 21

across multiple measurements and observa-22

tions, and across studies by the same or 23

different investigators; 24
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‘‘(iv) is evaluated using experimental 1

or quasi-experimental designs in which in-2

dividuals, entities, programs or activities 3

are assigned to different conditions and 4

with appropriate controls to evaluate the 5

effects of the condition of interest, with a 6

preference for random assignment experi-7

ments, or other designs to the extent that 8

those designs contain within-condition or 9

across-condition controls; 10

‘‘(v) ensures that experimental studies 11

are presented in sufficient detail and clar-12

ity to allow for replication or, at a min-13

imum, offer the opportunity to build sys-14

tematically on their findings; and 15

‘‘(vi) has been accepted by a peer-re-16

viewed journal or approved by a panel of 17

independent experts through a comparably 18

rigorous, objective, and scientific review.’’; 19

and 20

(14) by inserting after paragraph (24), as so 21

redesignated, the following: 22

‘‘(25) The term ‘State educational agency’ has 23

the meaning given such term in the Elementary and 24

Secondary Education Act of 1965. 25
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‘‘(26) The term ‘unresolved area of noncompli-1

ance’ means a failure to correct a noncompliance 2

item within 90 days, or within such additional time 3

(if any) authorized by the Secretary, after receiving 4

from the Secretary notice of such noncompliance 5

item. 6

‘‘(27) The term ‘auditor’ means a certified pub-7

lic accountant or a Federal, State, or local govern-8

ment audit organization, which meets the general 9

standards specified in generally accepted government 10

auditing standards.’’. 11

SEC. 4. FINANCIAL ASSISTANCE FOR HEAD START PRO-12

GRAMS. 13

Section 638 of the Head Start Act (42 U.S.C. 9833) 14

is amended by inserting ‘‘for a period of 5 years’’ after 15

‘‘provide financial assistance to such agency’’. 16

SEC. 5. AUTHORIZATION. 17

Section 639 of the Head Start Act (42 U.S.C. 9834) 18

is amended to read as follows: 19

‘‘SEC. 639. AUTHORIZATION OF APPROPRIATIONS. 20

‘‘(a) IN GENERAL.—There are authorized to be ap-21

propriated for carrying out the provisions of this sub-22

chapter $6,899,000,000 for the fiscal year 2006 and such 23

sums as may be necessary for the fiscal years 2007 24

through 2011. 25
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‘‘(b) SPECIFIC PROGRAMS.—From the amount ap-1

propriated under subsection (a), the Secretary shall make 2

available not more than $20,000,000 for fiscal year 2006, 3

and such sums as may be necessary for fiscal years 2007 4

through 2011 to carry out such other research, dem-5

onstration, and evaluation activities, including longitu-6

dinal studies, under section 649, of which not more than 7

$7,000,000 for each of the fiscal years 2006 through 2011 8

to carry out impact studies under section 649(g).’’. 9

SEC. 6. ALLOTMENT OF FUNDS; LIMITATIONS ON ASSIST-10

ANCE. 11

(a) ALLOTMENTS.—Section 640(a) of the Head Start 12

Act (42 U.S.C. 9835(a)) is amended— 13

(1) in paragraph (2)— 14

(A) by amending subparagraph (A) to read 15

as follows: 16

‘‘(A) Indian Head Start programs, services 17

for children with disabilities, and migrant and 18

seasonal Head Start programs, except that— 19

‘‘(i) there shall be made available for 20

each fiscal year for use by Indian Head 21

Start programs and by migrant and sea-22

sonal Head Start programs, on a nation-23

wide basis, not less than the amount that 24

was obligated for use by Indian Head 25
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Start programs and by migrant and sea-1

sonal Head Start programs for fiscal year 2

2005 (including under any decision made 3

by the Secretary under clause (ii) or (iv)); 4

‘‘(ii) migrant and seasonal Head Start 5

programs shall receive at least 5 percent of 6

the amount appropriated for such fiscal 7

year until such time as the Secretary can 8

make funding decisions to ensure access to 9

funding for eligible children of migrant and 10

seasonal farmworkers is comparable to ac-11

cess to funding for other eligible children 12

based on the data collected and reported 13

pursuant to section 648(i), except that no 14

future reduction in funding shall result in 15

the termination of Head Start services pro-16

vided to any eligible child 3 years of age or 17

older who is participating in any such pro-18

gram on the date a reduction in funding 19

occurs, and shall, to the extent possible, 20

continue participation for children less 21

than 3 years of age receiving services prior 22

to such reduction in funding; and 23

‘‘(iii) Indian Head Start programs 24

shall receive at least 3.5 percent of the 25
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amount appropriated for such fiscal year 1

until such time as the Secretary can make 2

funding decisions to ensure access to fund-3

ing for eligible Indian children is com-4

parable to access to funding for other eligi-5

ble children based on the data collected, 6

and in accordance with the requirements 7

of, section 648(i), except that no future re-8

duction in funding shall result in the ter-9

mination of Head Start services provided 10

to any eligible child 3 years of age or older 11

who is participating in any such program 12

on the date a reduction in funding occurs, 13

and shall, to the extent possible, continue 14

participation for children less than 3 years 15

of age receiving services prior to such re-16

duction in funding;’’; and 17

(B) by amending subparagraph (B) to read 18

as follows: 19

‘‘(B) payments, subject to paragraph (7) to 20

Guam, American Samoa, the Commonwealth of the 21

Northern Mariana Islands, and the Virgin Islands of 22

the United States, and subject to the requirements 23

of section 105(f)(1)(B)(ix) of Public Law 108–188 24

to Palau;’’; 25
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(C) by amending (C) to read as follows: 1

‘‘(C) training and technical assistance activities 2

to foster program quality and management improve-3

ment as described in section 648, in an amount for 4

each fiscal year which is equal to 2 percent of the 5

amount appropriated for such fiscal year, of which— 6

‘‘(i) not less than 50 percent shall be made 7

available to local Head Start agencies to make 8

program improvements identified by such agen-9

cies and comply with the standards described in 10

section 641A(a)(1), of which not less than 50 11

percent shall be used to comply with the stand-12

ards described in section 641A(a)(1)(B) and for 13

the uses described in clauses (iii), (iv), and (vii) 14

of subsection (a)(3)(B); 15

‘‘(ii) not less than 20 percent shall be 16

made available to support a State system of 17

early childhood education training and technical 18

assistance, including the State Early Learning 19

Council described in section 642B(b); 20

‘‘(iii) not less than 30 percent shall be 21

made available to the Secretary to assist local 22

programs in meeting the standards described in 23

section 641A(a)(1) and shall be allocated to ad-24

dress program weaknesses identified by moni-25
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toring activities conducted by the Secretary 1

under section 641A(c); and 2

‘‘(iv) not less than $3,000,000 of the 3

amount in clause (iii) appropriated for such fis-4

cal year shall be made available to carry out ac-5

tivities described in section 648(d)(4);’’; and 6

(D) by striking the last sentence. 7

(2) in paragraph (3)— 8

(A) in subparagraph (A)— 9

(i) in clause (i)(I) by striking ‘‘year 10

1999’’ and all that follows down to the 11

semicolon and inserting ‘‘years 2006 12

through 2011’’; and 13

(ii) by adding at the end the fol-14

lowing: 15

‘‘(iii) After the reservation of amounts under para-16

graph (2) and the 60 percent amount referred to in sub-17

paragraph (A) of this paragraph, a portion of the remain-18

ing funds shall be made available— 19

‘‘(I) to expand services to underserved popu-20

lations, such as children receiving services under 21

Early Head Start programs and under migrant and 22

seasonal Head Start programs; and 23

‘‘(II) to increase funding to grantees with full 24

enrollment and whose aggregate amount of financial 25
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assistance provides funding per child that is below 1

the national average.’’; 2

(B) by amending subparagraph (B) to read 3

as follows: 4

‘‘(B) Funds reserved under this paragraph (in this 5

paragraph referred to as ‘quality improvement funds’) 6

shall be used to accomplish the following goals: 7

‘‘(i) Ensuring that Head Start programs meet 8

or exceed standards pursuant to section 641A(a)(1). 9

‘‘(ii) Ensuring that such programs have ade-10

quate numbers of qualified staff, and that such staff 11

is furnished adequate training, including developing 12

skills to promote the development of language skills, 13

premathematic skills, and prereading in young chil-14

dren and in working with children with limited 15

English proficiency, children referred by child wel-16

fare services, and children with disabilities, when ap-17

propriate. 18

‘‘(iii) Developing and financing the salary scales 19

described under section 644(a)(3) and section 653, 20

in order to ensure that salary levels and benefits are 21

adequate to attract and retain qualified staff for 22

such programs. 23

‘‘(iv) Using salary increases— 24
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‘‘(I) to assist with the implementation of 1

quality programs and improve staff qualifica-2

tions; 3

‘‘(II) to ensure that staff can promote the 4

language skills and literacy growth of children 5

and can provide children with a variety of skills 6

that have been identified, through scientifically 7

based early reading research, as predictive of 8

later reading achievement; and 9

‘‘(III) to encourage the staff to continually 10

improve their skills and expertise by informing 11

the staff of the availability of Federal and State 12

incentive and loan forgiveness programs for 13

professional development. 14

‘‘(v) Improving community-wide strategic plan-15

ning and needs assessments for such programs and 16

collaboration efforts for such programs, including 17

collaborations to increase program participation by 18

underserved populations of eligible children. 19

‘‘(vi) Ensuring that the physical environments 20

of Head Start programs are conducive to providing 21

effective program services to children and families, 22

and are accessible to children with disabilities and 23

their parents. 24
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‘‘(vii) Ensuring that such programs have quali-1

fied staff that can promote language skills and lit-2

eracy growth of children and that can provide chil-3

dren with a variety of skills that have been identi-4

fied, through scientifically based reading research, as 5

predictive of later reading achievement. 6

‘‘(viii) Providing assistance to complete postsec-7

ondary course work including scholarships or other 8

financial incentives, such as differential and merit 9

pay, to enable Head Start teachers to improve com-10

petencies and the resulting child outcomes. 11

‘‘(ix) Upgrading the qualifications and skills of 12

educational personnel to meet the professional 13

standards established under section 648A(a)(1), in-14

cluding certification and licensure as bilingual edu-15

cation teachers and other educational personnel who 16

serve limited English proficient children. 17

‘‘(x) Promoting the regular attendance and sta-18

bility of all children participating in Head Start pro-19

grams, with particular attention to highly mobile 20

children, including children from migrant and sea-21

sonal farm worker families (if appropriate), homeless 22

children, and children in foster care. 23
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‘‘(xi) Making such other improvements in the 1

quality of such programs as the Secretary may des-2

ignate.’’; and 3

(C) by amending subparagraph (C) to read 4

as follows: 5

‘‘(C) Quality improvement funds shall be used to 6

carry out the activities in any or all of the following 7

clauses: 8

‘‘(i)(I) Not less than one-half of the amount re-9

served under this paragraph, to improve the com-10

pensation (including benefits) of classroom teachers 11

and other staff of Head Start agencies providing in-12

structional services and thereby enhancing recruit-13

ment and retention of qualified staff, including re-14

cruitment and retention pursuant to achieving the 15

requirements set forth in section 648A(a). The ex-16

penditure of funds under this clause shall be subject 17

to section 653. Salary increases, in excess of cost-of- 18

living allowance, provided with such funds shall be 19

subject to the specific standards governing salaries 20

and salary increases established pursuant to section 21

644(a). 22

‘‘(II) If a Head Start agency certifies to the 23

Secretary for such fiscal year that part of the funds 24

set aside under subclause (I) to improve wages can-25
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not be expended by such agency to improve wages 1

because of the operation of section 653, then such 2

agency may expend such part for any of the uses 3

specified in this subparagraph (other than wages). 4

‘‘(III) From the remainder of the amount re-5

served under this paragraph (after the Secretary 6

carries out subclause (I)), the Secretary may carry 7

out the activities described in clauses (ii) through 8

(vii). 9

‘‘(ii) To train classroom teachers and other 10

staff to meet the education standards described in 11

section 641A(a)(1)(B), through activities— 12

‘‘(I) to promote children’s language and 13

prereading growth, through techniques identi-14

fied through scientifically based reading re-15

search; 16

‘‘(II) to promote the acquisition of the 17

English language for limited English proficient 18

children and families, while ensuring that chil-19

dren are making meaningful progress in attain-20

ing the knowledge, skills, abilities, and develop-21

ment described in section 641A(a)(1)(B); 22

‘‘(III) to foster children’s school readiness 23

through activities described in section 24

648A(a)(1); and 25
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‘‘(IV) to provide education and training 1

necessary to improve the qualifications of Head 2

Start staff, particularly assistance to enable 3

more instructors to be fully competent and to 4

meet the degree requirements under section 5

648A(a)(2)(A), and to support staff training, 6

child counseling, and other services necessary to 7

address the challenges of children participating 8

in Head Start programs, including children 9

from immigrant, refugee, and asylee families, 10

children from families in crisis, children who ex-11

perience chronic violence in their communities, 12

children who experience substance abuse in 13

their families, and children with emotional and 14

behavioral problems. 15

‘‘(iii) To employ additional Head Start staff, in-16

cluding staff necessary to reduce the child-staff 17

ratio, lead instructors who meet the qualifications of 18

section 648A(a) and staff necessary to coordinate a 19

Head Start program with other services available to 20

children participating in such program and to their 21

families. 22

‘‘(iv) To pay costs incurred by Head Start 23

agencies to purchase insurance (other than employee 24
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benefits) and thereby maintain or expand Head 1

Start services. 2

‘‘(v) To supplement amounts provided under 3

paragraph (2)(C) to provide training necessary to 4

improve the qualifications of the staff of the Head 5

Start agencies, and to support staff training, child 6

counseling, and other services necessary to address 7

the problems of children participating in Head Start 8

programs, including children from dysfunctional 9

families, children who experience chronic violence in 10

their communities, and children who experience sub-11

stance abuse in their families. 12

‘‘(vi) To conduct outreach to homeless families 13

in an effort to increase the program participation of 14

homeless children. 15

‘‘(vii) To conduct outreach to migrant and sea-16

sonal farm-working families and families with chil-17

dren with a limited English proficiency. 18

‘‘(viii) Such other activities as the Secretary 19

may designate.’’; 20

(3) in paragraph (4) by striking ‘‘1998’’ in sub-21

paragraph (A) and inserting ‘‘2005’’; 22

(4) in paragraph (5) by amending subpara-23

graphs (A), (B), and (C) to read as follows: 24
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‘‘(A) From amounts reserved and allotted pursuant 1

to paragraph (4), the Secretary shall award the collabora-2

tion grants described in subparagraphs (B) and (D). 3

‘‘(B) From the reserved sums in paragraph (4), the 4

Secretary shall award a collaboration grant to any State 5

that submits a written request. Such grant shall be equal 6

to the amount the State received under this paragraph for 7

such activity for fiscal year 2005. Such grant shall be used 8

by the State to facilitate collaboration regarding activities 9

carried out in the State under this subchapter, and other 10

activities carried out in and by the State that are designed 11

to benefit low-income children and families and to encour-12

age Head Start agencies to collaborate with entities in-13

volved in State and local planning processes (including the 14

State lead agency administering the financial assistance 15

under the Child Care and Development Block Grant Act 16

of 1990 and the entities that provide child care resource 17

and referral services in the State) in order to better meet 18

the needs of low-income children and their families. 19

‘‘(C) In order to improve results for children, a State 20

that receives a grant under subparagraph (B) shall ap-21

point an individual to serve as the State Director of Head 22

Start Collaboration to be a liaison between the appropriate 23

regional office of the Administration for Children and 24
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Families and agencies carrying out Head Start programs 1

in the State. The State shall— 2

‘‘(i) ensure that such Director holds a position 3

with sufficient authority and access to ensure that 4

the collaboration described in subparagraph (B) is 5

effective and involves a range of State agencies and 6

local entities, including— 7

‘‘(IV) cognitive abilities related to aca-23

demic achievement and child development; 24
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‘‘(V) social and emotional development 1

related to early learning, school success, 2

and sustained academic gains; 3

‘‘(VI) approaches to learning related 4

to child development and early learning; 5

and 6

‘‘(VII) in the case of limited-English 7

proficient children, progress toward acqui-8

sition of the English language while mak-9

ing meaningful progress in attaining the 10

knowledge, skills, abilities, and develop-11

ment described in subclauses (I) through 12

(IV);’’; 13

(2) in paragraph (2)— 14

(A) by amending subparagraph (B) to read 15

as follows: 16

‘‘(B) take into consideration— 17

‘‘(i) past experience with use of the 18

standards in effect under this subchapter 19

on October 27, 1998; 20

‘‘(ii) changes over the period since Oc-21

tober 27, 1998, in the circumstances and 22

problems typically facing children and fam-23

ilies served by Head Start agencies; 24
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‘‘(iii) developments concerning re-1

search based practices with respect to early 2

ensure that children participating in Head 21

Start programs make a successful transi-22

tion to schools that the children will be at-23

tending; and 24
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‘‘(viii) the unique challenges faced by 1

individual programs, including those that 2

are seasonal or short term, and those that 3

serve rural populations; and’’; and 4

(B) in subparagraph (C)(ii) by striking 5

‘‘the date’’ and all that follows through ‘‘Act of 6

1998’’, and inserting ‘‘October 27, 1998’’; and 7

(3) by adding at the end the following: 8

‘‘(4) EVALUATIONS AND CORRECTIVE ACTIONS 9

FOR DELEGATE AGENCIES.— 10

‘‘(A) PROCEDURES.—The Head Start 11

agency shall establish procedures relating to its 12

delegate agencies, including— 13

‘‘(i) procedures for evaluating delegate 14

agencies; 15

justification to the Congress regarding the 21

planned uses of the data collected by the Na-22

tional Reporting System developed by the Sec-23

retary and shall demonstrate its scientific valid-24

ity and reliability for such purposes, including 25
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its scientific validity and reliability with chil-1

dren with limited English proficiency for such 2

purposes; 3

‘‘(C) The Secretary shall not use the Na-4

tional Reporting System assessment results ei-5

ther as the primary method for assessing pro-6

gram effectiveness or as the primary method for 7

making grantee funding determinations. 8

‘‘(D) The Secretary shall develop a process 9

to ensure that the National Reporting System 10

shall not be used to exclude children from Head 11

Start programs.’’; and 12

(3) by amending paragraph (4) to read as fol-13

lows: 14

‘‘(4) EDUCATIONAL MEASURES.—Results based 15

measures shall be designed for the purpose of pro-16

moting the competencies of children participating in 17

shall ensure that reviews described in subparagraphs 20

(A) through (C) of paragraph (1)— 21

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‘‘(B) are conducted by review teams com-1

nities and the States involved about the per-19

formance of the programs and the efforts of the 20

Head Start agencies to collaborate with other 21

entities carrying out early childhood education 22

and child care programs in the community; 23

‘‘(E) seek information from the commu-24

nities where Head Start programs exist about 25
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innovative or effective collaborative efforts, bar-1

riers to collaboration, and the efforts of the 2

Head Start agencies and programs to collabo-3

rate with the entities carrying out early child-4

hood education and child care programs in the 5

community; 6

‘‘(F) include as part of the reviews of the 7

programs, a review and assessment of whether 8

a program is in conformity with the income eli-9

gibility requirements, as defined in section 645 10

and regulations promulgated thereunder; 11

‘‘(G) include as part of the reviews of the 12

programs, a review and assessment of whether 13

programs have adequately addressed the popu-14

lation and community needs (including popu-15

lations of children with a limited English pro-16

ficiency and children of migrant and seasonal 17

farm-working families); 18

‘‘(H) include as part of the review the ex-19

tent to which the program addresses the com-20

munity needs and strategic plan identified in 21

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based on a transparent and reliable system of 1

review.’’.

continue to receive funds from such agency, a 24

Head Start agency, or Head Start program 25
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that is the subject of a determination described 1

‘‘(C) FUNDED ENROLLMENT.—The term 8

‘funded enrollment’ means, with respect to the 9

program of a Head Start agency in a fiscal 10

year, the number of children that the agency is 11

funded to serve through a grant for the pro-12

gram during such fiscal year, as indicated in 13

the grant agreement. 14

‘‘(2) ENROLLMENT REPORTING REQUIREMENT 15

FOR CURRENT FISCAL YEAR.—Each entity carrying 16

out a Head Start program shall report on a monthly 17

basis to the Secretary and the relevant Head Start 18

agency— 19

‘‘(A) the actual enrollment in such pro-20

reach, recruitment, and community needs 16

assessment conducted by such agency; 17

‘‘(ii) changing demographics, mobility 18

of populations, and the identification of 19

new underserved low-income populations; 20

‘‘(iii) facilities-related issues that may 21

impact enrollment; 22

‘‘(iv) the ability to provide full-day 23

programs, where needed, through Head 24

Start funds or through collaboration with 25
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entities carrying out other preschool or 1

child care programs, or programs with 2

other funding sources (where available); 3

‘‘(v) the availability and use by fami-4

lies of other preschool and child care op-5

tions (including parental care) in the local 6

catchment area; and 7

‘‘(vi) agency management procedures 8

that may impact enrollment; and 9

‘‘(C) provide timely and ongoing technical 10

assistance to each agency described in subpara-11

graph (B) for the purpose of implementing the 12

plan described in such subparagraph. 13

‘‘(4) IMPLEMENTATION.—Upon receipt of the 14

technical assistance described in paragraph (3)(C), a 15

Head Start agency shall immediately implement the 16

plan described in paragraph (3)(B). 17

‘‘(5) SECRETARIAL ACTION FOR CONVERSION 18

TO SERVE YOUNGER CHILDREN.—If, after imple-19

menting the plan described in paragraph (3)(B), the 20

grantee continues to operate a program at less than 21

full enrollment, the grantee may, upon approval by 22

the Secretary, be permitted to use a portion of the 23

base grant equal to the percentage difference be-24

tween funded enrollment and actual enrollment for 25
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the most then recent year, to serve persons described 1

in section 645A(c) if such agency currently operates 2

a grant described in section 645A and submits an 3

application containing— 4

‘‘(A) evidence of community need for such 5

services; 6

‘‘(ii) the approach to family and com-15

munity partnerships; and approach to pro-16

gram design and management; 17

‘‘(C) assurances that the agency will par-18

ticipate in technical assistance activities for 19

newly funded and existing grantees under sec-20

tion 654A; and 21

‘‘(D) evidence that the agency meets the 22

eligibility criteria as grantees under section 23

645A. 24
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Any grantee permitted to serve children under this 1

paragraph shall be subject to the rules, regulations, 2

and conditions under section 645A. 3

‘‘(6) SECRETARIAL ACTION FOR CONTINUED 4

UNDER-ENROLLMENT.—If, 1 year after the date of 5

implementation of the plan described in paragraph 6

(3)(B), the Head Start agency continues to operate 7

a program at less than full enrollment, the Secretary 8

shall, where determined appropriate, continue to 9

provide technical assistance to such agency. 10

‘‘(7) SECRETARIAL REVIEW AND ADJUSTMENT 11

FOR CHRONIC UNDER-ENROLLMENT.— 12

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—If, after receiving 13

technical assistance and developing and imple-14

menting a plan to the extent described in para-15

graphs (3), (4), (5), and (6) for 6 months, a 16

Head Start agency is still operating a program 17

with an actual enrollment that is less than 95 18

‘‘(B) WAIVER OR LIMITATION OF REDUC-6

‘‘(ii) the number of slots allotted to 12

the agency is small enough that under-en-13

rollment does not constitute a significant 14

‘‘(C) PROCEDURAL REQUIREMENTS; EF-20

FECTIVE DATE.—The actions taken by the Sec-21

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‘‘(i) the time allowed for appeal under 1

section 646(a) expires without an appeal 2

by the agency; or 3

‘‘(ii) the action is upheld in an admin-4

istrative hearing under section 646.

‘‘(8) REDISTRIBUTION OF FUNDS.— 6

‘‘(A) IN GENERAL.—Funds held by the 7

Secretary as a result of recapturing, with-8

holding, or reducing a base grant in accordance 9

with paragraph (7) in a fiscal year shall be re-10

distributed in such fiscal year as follows: 11

the portion of a base grant derived from 13

amounts specified in paragraph (1)(B)(i) 14

payable, but for the operation of this para-15

graph, to carry out an Indian Head Start 16

program, then such funds shall be redis-17

tributed to increase enrollment in such fis-18

cal year in 1 or more Indian Head Start 19

programs.

‘‘(ii) If such funds are attributable to 21

the portion of a base grant derived from 22

amounts specified in paragraph (1)(B)(i) 23

payable, but for the operation of this para-24

graph, to carry out a migrant and seasonal 25
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Head Start program, then such funds shall 1

be redistributed to increase enrollment in 2

such fiscal year in 1 or more migrant and 3

seasonal Head Start programs. 4

‘‘(iii) If such funds are attributable to 5

the portion of a base grant derived from 6

amounts specified in clause (ii) or (iii) of 7

paragraph (1)(B) payable, but for the op-8

eration of this paragraph, to carry out a 9

Head Start program (excluding Indian 10

Head Start programs, and migrant and 11

seasonal Head Start programs) in a State, 12

then such funds shall be redistributed to 13

increase enrollment in such fiscal year in 1 14

or more— 15

‘‘(I) other Head Start programs 16

(excluding Indian Head Start pro-17

grams and migrant and seasonal 18

Head Start programs) that are car-19

ried out in such State; or 20

‘‘(II) if the Secretary determines 21

that children eligible under section 22

641 are being adequately served with-23

in such State, 1 or more Early Head 24

Start programs (excluding Indian 25
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Head Start programs and migrant 1

and seasonal Head Start programs) or 2

1 or more Head Start programs for 3

the purpose of becoming a grantee 4

pursuant to section 645A. 5

‘‘(B) ADJUSTMENT TO FUNDED ENROLL-6

MENT.—The Secretary shall adjust as necessary 7

the requirements relating to funded enrollment 8

indicated in the grant agreement of a Head 9

Start agency receiving funds redistributed 10

under this paragraph.’’. 11

SEC. 9. POWERS AND FUNCTIONS OF HEAD START AGEN-12

CIES. 13

(a) QUALIFICATIONS FOR DESIGNATION.—Section 14

642(b) of the Head Start Act (42 U.S.C. 9837(b)) is 15

amended to read as follows: 16

‘‘(b) In order to be so designated, a Head Start agen-17

cy shall do all of the following: 18

‘‘(1) Establish a program with standards set 19

forth in section 641A(a)(1), with particular atten-20

tion to the standards set forth in subparagraphs (A) 21

and (B) of such section. 22

‘‘(2) Demonstrate capacity to serve eligible chil-23

dren with scientifically-based curricula and other 24
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interventions that help promote the school readiness 1

of children participating in the program. 2

‘‘(3) Establish effective procedures by which 3

parents and area residents concerned will be enabled 4

to directly participate in decisions that influence the 5

character of programs affecting their interests. 6

‘‘(4) Establish an independent board of direc-7

tors selected from among eligible individuals who 8

shall serve on the board (or may designate an exist-9

ing entity whose members are eligible individuals, 10

that shall be such board) for a period not to exceed 11

5 years, except that board members who oversee a 12

public entity and who are selected by election (or 13

members of a board of a local educational agency or 14

a local council, appointed by an elected official or an 15

official of a general purpose local government), may 16

serve for such period as may be determined by the 17

electing or appointing authority, as the case may be. 18

An individual who has a conflict of interest is ineli-19

gible to serve as a member of the board. Members 20

of the board of all nonpublic entities shall include 21

representatives of the local community (including at 22

least 1 member with significant financial manage-23

ment or accounting experience and the chair of (or 24

the designee of the chair, approved by) the council 25
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described in section 642(b)(4)(B)(ii)). Additional 1

members shall be selected for their expertise in edu-2

cation, business administration, community affairs, 3

government, legal affairs, and such other areas of 4

expertise as may contribute to effective governance 5

of the Head Start agency. All members of the board 6

shall receive training in the management responsibil-7

ities and obligations, ethics, and financial literacy 8

and management, and shall adopt practices that as-9

sure active, independent and informed governance of 10

the Head Start agency, including independent over-11

sight of the financial and management practices of 12

such agency. The board shall provide direction to the 13

executive director of the Head Start agency and 14

shall operate as an entity independent of staff em-15

ployed by the Head start agency, entity, or applicant 16

and have the following duties and responsibilities: 17

‘‘(A) To provide independent oversight to 18

ensure that the Head Start agency under the 19

direction of the executive director is delivering 20

high quality services to children and families in 21

compliance with all applicable standards in ef-22

fect under this subchapter and with the applica-23

ble performance measures established by the 24

Secretary under section 644. 25
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‘‘(B) To establish 2 or more standing com-1

mittees to facilitate governance of the Head 2

Start agency which shall include both of the fol-3

lowing: 4

‘‘(i) An audit and finance committee 5

whose primary responsibility shall be— 6

‘‘(I) to approve annually the op-7

erating budget of the Head Start 8

agency; 9

‘‘(II) to review and recommend 10

to the board the selection of inde-11

pendent auditors who shall report all 12

critical accounting policies and prac-13

tices to the finance and audit com-14

mittee except when the auditor is as-15

signed by the State under State law; 16

‘‘(III) to review and recommend 17

to the board the termination or exten-18

sion of the existing audit firm at least 19

once every 5 years; 20

‘‘(IV) to review and advise the 21

board of the audit management letter 22

provided pursuant to the chapter 75 23

of title 31 of the United States Code, 24

and of any audit findings; and 25
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‘‘(V) to monitor agency actions to 1

correct any such audit findings or 2

other actions necessary to comply with 3

applicable laws (including regulations) 4

governing financial statements and ac-5

counting practices. 6

‘‘(ii) A policy council, a majority of 7

whose representatives shall be parents of 8

children participating in a Head Start pro-9

gram or in an Early Head Start program, 10

or of children who participated in a Head 11

Start program or in an Early Head Start 12

program in the then most recent 5-year pe-13

riod preceding the selection of the par-14

ticular representative involved, and whose 15

primary responsibility shall be to serve as 16

a link between parents and the board of di-17

rectors and to make and submit rec-18

ommendations on the following activities to 19

the Board: 20

‘‘(I) The strategic direction of 21

the program, including long and 22

short-term planning goals and objec-23

tives. 24
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‘‘(II) Program operation policies, 1

including standards of conduct for 2

program staff and volunteers. 3

‘‘(III) Activities to support the 4

active involvement of parents in sup-5

porting program operations. 6

‘‘(IV) Classroom activities and 7

staffing. 8

‘‘(V) Program responsiveness to 9

community and parent needs. 10

‘‘(VI) Other areas the committee 11

identifies as necessary to improve pro-12

gram operations. 13

‘‘(C) To approve the selection and dis-14

missal of the Head Start director, and to review 15

annually the human resources available to en-16

sure the effective operation of the Head Start 17

agency. 18

‘‘(D) To consult, on a regular basis, with 19

the policy council and to take actions on rec-20

ommendations submitted by such council. 21

‘‘(E) To review and approve the major 22

operational policies of the Head Start agency, 23

including policies addressing accounting, finan-24

cial management, procurement, record confiden-25
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tiality, and personnel (including specific stand-1

ards governing salaries, salary adjustments, 2

travel and per diem allowances, and other em-3

ployee benefits). 4

‘‘(F) To ensure that the Head Start agen-5

cy is operated in compliance with applicable 6

Federal, State, and local laws (including regula-7

tions), and to monitor agency implementation of 8

any corrective action necessary to comply with 9

applicable laws (including regulations); 10

‘‘(G) To oversee the program planning of 11

the Head Start agency, including adoption of 12

the Head Start agency philosophy and mission 13

statement, adoption of policies for determining 14

community needs, setting long- and short-range 15

goals and objectives, establishment of criteria 16

for selecting families in Head Start programs 17

or Early Head Start programs, and to oversee 18

and approve the agency’s applications to receive 19

funds made available under this subchapter; 20

and 21

‘‘(H) To establish, to adopt, and to peri-22

odically update written standards of conduct 23

that establish standards and formal procedures 24

for disclosing, addressing, and resolving— 25
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‘‘(i) any conflict of interest, and any 1

appearance of a conflict of interest, by 2

board members, officers, employees, con-3

sultants, and agents who provide services 4

or furnish goods to the Head Start agency; 5

and 6

‘‘(ii) complaints, including investiga-7

tions, when appropriate. 8

‘‘(5) To seek the involvement of parents, area 9

residents, and local business in the design and im-10

plementation of the program. 11

‘‘(6) To provide technical and other support 12

needed to enable parents and area residents to se-13

cure on their own behalf available assistance from 14

public and private sources. 15

‘‘(7) To establish effective procedures to facili-16

tate the involvement of parents of participating chil-17

dren in activities designed to help such parents be-18

come full partners in the education of their children, 19

and to afford such parents the opportunity to par-20

ticipate in the development and overall conduct of 21

the program at the local level, including a process 22

through which parents of children currently partici-23

pating in a Head Start program or an Early Head 24
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Start program select the parent representatives to 1

serve on the council under section 642(b)(4)(B)(ii). 2

‘‘(8) To conduct outreach to schools in which 3

children participating in Head Start programs en-4

roll, local educational agencies, the local business 5

community, community-based organizations, faith- 6

based organizations, museums, and libraries to gen-7

erate support and leverage the resources of the en-8

tire local community in order to improve school 9

readiness. 10

‘‘(9) To offer (directly or through referral to 11

local entities, such as entities carrying out Even 12

Start programs under subpart 3 of part B of title 13

I of the Elementary and Secondary Education Act 14

of 1965 (20 U.S.C. 2741 et seq.)), to parents of 15

participating children, family literacy services and 16

parenting skills training. 17

‘‘(10) To offer to parents of participating chil-18

dren substance abuse counseling (either directly or 19

through referral to local entities), including informa-20

tion on drug-exposed infants and fetal alcohol syn-21

drome. 22

‘‘(11) At the option of such agency, to offer (di-23

rectly or through referral to local entities), to such 24

parents— 25
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‘‘(A) training in basic child development 1

(including cognitive development); 2

‘‘(B) assistance in developing literacy and 3

communication skills; 4

‘‘(C) opportunities to share experiences 5

with other parents (including parent-mentor re-6

lationships); 7

‘‘(D) mental and behavioral health serv-8

ices; 9

‘‘(E) regular in-home visitation; or 10

‘‘(F) any other activity designed to help 11

such parents become full partners in the edu-12

cation of their children. 13

‘‘(12) To provide, with respect to each partici-14

pating family, a family needs assessment that in-15

cludes consultation with such parents about the ben-16

efits of parent involvement and about the activities 17

described in paragraphs (5) through (8) in which 18

such parents may choose to be involved (taking into 19

consideration their specific family needs, work sched-20

ules, and other responsibilities). 21

‘‘(13) To consider providing services to assist 22

younger siblings of children participating in its Head 23

Start program to obtain health services from other 24

sources. 25
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‘‘(14) To perform community outreach to en-1

courage individuals previously unaffiliated with Head 2

Start programs to participate in its Head Start pro-3

gram as volunteers. 4

‘‘(15)(A) To inform custodial parents in single- 5

parent families that participate in programs, activi-6

ties, or services carried out or provided under this 7

subchapter about the availability of child support 8

services for purposes of establishing paternity and 9

acquiring child support; and 10

‘‘(B) To refer eligible parents to the child sup-11

port offices of State and local governments. 12

‘‘(16) To provide parents of limited English 13

proficient children outreach and services under this 14

subchapter, in an understandable and uniform for-15

mat and, to the extent practicable, in a language 16

that such parents can understand.’’. 17

(b) COORDINATION AND COLLABORATION.—Section 18

642(c) of the Head Start Act (42 U.S.C. 9837(c)) is 19

mentary and Secondary Education Act of 1965 8

(20 U.S.C. 6381 et seq.), and programs under 9

section 619 and part C of the Individuals with 10

1431 et seq.), serving the children and families 12

served by the Head Start agency. 13

‘‘(D) OTHER PROGRAMS.—Each Head 14

Start agency shall collaborate, as appropriate, 15

with providers of social and community services 16

available to children and families participating 17

in Head Start programs, and may support such 18

partnerships with financial agreements, when 19

applicable, for the provision of such services. 20

‘‘(3) COLLABORATION.—A Head Start agency 21

‘‘(5) ABSENCE OF PREKINDERGARTEN.—In the 7

absence of publicly funded prekindergarten in the 8

service area of a Head Start agency, the Head Start 9

agency shall submit notice to the Secretary and the 10

chief executive officer of the State, and shall work 11

with the State Early Learning Council and the State 12

Director of Head Start Collaboration to improve co-13

ordination in their service area.

This section shall not be construed as affecting 12

any other legal remedy that a person may have if such 13
